I'be Webb-Iveiiyon Aim.
The W'ebb-Kenyon antiliqunr bill as

linally passed over President Tuft's
veto follows:
"A bill to divest intoxicating liquors

of their interstate commerce charac¬
ter in certain cases.
"Be it enacted by the Senate and

Mouse of Representatives of tin
I'lilted Stat-s of America Tn
Congress assembled, that the. shipment
or transportation, in any manner «. i
by any means whatsoever, < t
any spirituous. vinous, malted,
fermented, or other intoxicating
liquor of any kind, from one Stat-., Ter¬
ritory or district of the United States,
or place noncontiguous to but subject
tu the jurisdiction thereof into and other
State. Territory or district of the
United States, or place noncontiguous
to but subject to the jurisijic.tii.n there¬
of, or from any foreign country into
any State, Territory, or district of the
l*nltt-il States or place noncontiguous
to but subject to the jurisdiction
thereof, which saiii spirituous, vinous,
malted, fermented, or other intoxl-
catlntc liquor is intended, by ;>.ny per-
son interested therein, to be received,
possessed, sold or in any manner used,
either In tlio original package or other-
wise, in violation of any law of such
State. Territory or district of the
United States or place noncontiguous to
but subject to the jurisdiction thereof."

I'ny Attention to I.avr.
Jjouisville, Ky.. MaT'cfh f>.. in the ab¬

sence of special Instructions from their
respective headquarters, local otlicers
of the various express companies are
receiving: liquor for shipment without
regard to the provisions of the WebL*
law, whloh restricts delivery in "dry"
States. A statement attributed t«> A
C. Sommers, representing tlie Adams
and tiie Southern lOxpress Companies,
says those companies will pay "no
attention" to the law, at least until
tlio courts pass upon it. Points in
South Carolina, which are dry and i
dry counties of North Carolina, how-
ever, aire excepted In receiving liquor
for shipment, but this is said fo be
apart from 'the Webb law.
